PROFESSOR, CAUGHT AS A

Beloit Authorities _ Announce 
That Head of English Depart- 


ment Is Not Responsible. 


BELOIT, Wis., Dec. 1”7.—The climax 
ofa Beloit college sensation was 


reached this morning when Prof. F. 
A. Chase, head of the Department of 
English, quit the college. 

The community was startled Thurs- 
day night by the report that police- 
men, summoned to capture a man 
peening through the windows at the 
horse of an Bast Side young woman, 
had found Prof. Chase by the win- 
dow. Friends of Prof. Chase denied 
that he had done anything improper. 
Others declared that he was suffering 
from a nervous breakdown and was 
temporarily out of his mind. 

Today the college authorities an- 
nounced that Prof, Chase was not 
mentally responsible and that he 
would take a vacation for recupera- 
tion. That he has for a long time 
been a nervous wreck is generally be- 
lieved.

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SEPARATE TAX 
BILLS DEMANDED 


BY D. R. FRANCIS 


Attorney Asks Collector That 
Personal and Realty Amounts 
Be Divided. 





WANTS MATTER SETTLED 





Koeln Says He Understands Ob- 
ject Is to Force Him to 
Bring Suit. 





A formal demand that the personal 
and real estate tax bills of David R. 
Francis be separated was made Sat- 
urday upon Collector Edmond Koeln 
by Judge Franklin Ferriss, repre- 
serting Francis. The demand is 
made that the taxes on Francis’ real 
estate and on his personal property 
be shown on.- separate bills. 

Koeln told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
after the demand was made that he un- 
derstands that the purpose of the de- 
mand is to separate the items and cause 
Koeln to bring suit for the collection of 
the personal taxes at once so that the 
matter may be settled in court. He said 
that he is of the opinion that Francis 
will pay the taxes on his real estate 
without suit. 

Personal Tax Bill 844,000. 

The personality tax. bill- of Francis 
amounts to $44,000, being at the rate of 
$2.20 per hundred dollars on an assess- 
ment of $2,000,000. This amount was 
fixed last year by Assessor Brinkop, who 
assessed Francis’ personal taxes at 
$1,000,000 after Francis had failed to 
make a voluntary return of his hold- 
ngs 

This was later doubled as a penalty 
for refusing to make the return. Brin- 
kop aiso proceeded against Francis in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. This 
suit was defeated by Francis on a tech- 
nical point. The tax bills now being 
paid are on the assessments made at 
that time.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—W. R. Holt, 


London journalist, who came on the 
Mauretania for a whirling 38 hours’ 
visit to America, arose early today, 


after a night about.town with New 
York reporters, and prepared to com- 
plete his break-neck tour of the city 
before re-embarking at 6 o'clock this 
evening. He will sail back on the 
Mauretania which is making a record 
holiday round-trip. 

Six hours ahead of time, the big 
turbiner was ready early this afternoon 
to sail back to England. The liner had 
been at her dock less than 32 hours, and 
but for the fact that she was advertised 
to sail at 6 o’clock this evening could 
have cast off lines shortly after noon. 

In the 20 working hours which had 
passed since the steamer docked, before 
dawn yesterday, 6500 tons of coal had 
been stowed away in her bunkers, her 
hold had been relieved of 1000 tons of 
express freight and replaced with an 
equal amount, the necessary scrubbing 
and polishing had been done and she 
was ready for her passengers. The laat 
load of Christmas mail for the steamer 
will leave the postoffice at 5:15 o’clock 
this evening. 

Will See Mayor. 

Today Holt’s route included Grant’s 
Tomb, Fifth avenue in the promenade 
hour, Central Park, the Stock Ex- 
change and the foreign quarter, to- 
gether with the City Hall for inter- 
views with Mayor Gaynor and other 
prominent men. 

Holt was evidently taking copious 
mental notes throughout his huscling 
trip. “I have seen a Sreat many 
typical, Americans—fully 20 national- 
ities, I should say,” was. one of his 
comments. 

Had to Bolt Oysters. 

“Most excitin’—most excitin’! Not a 
moment’ to catch me breath since |, had 
me morning bawth, ye know. Motor 
cars, trains—trains, motor cars; every 
blessed instant on the move, y’know.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—President 
Taft today declared the war scare a 


tempest in a teapof. He believes the 
country should have more soldiers, espe- 
cially officers, but he is not of the 
opinion of the Secretary of War and 
Gen, Wood, that there is immediate 
of a great national reserve. 
opposite view, taken when he was

| Séeretary of War, has been dug up by 


officers of the War Department. 

President Taft fears for his economy 
plan, if the agitation for a greater na- 
tional defense continues. In spite of 
this, the congressional delegation from 
the Pacific Coast is doing everything 
to keep up the agitation. Representa- 
tive Humphreys of Washington, who 
called at the White House, told newspa- 
per men that the defenseless condition 
of the Pacific Coast was known to the 
world at large. 

How Invaders Could Land. 

“The whole Western country is at the 
mercy of an Eastern nation,’’ he said. 
“Japanese warships and vessels contain- 
ing an army of 100,000 men would not 
have the slightest difficulty in passing 
through the straits of Juan de Fuca, 
going up to Bellingham, Wash., a city 
of 2%,000 people, and landing upon the 
wharves there. They would not pass 
within 17 miles of a United States gun. 

“Landing at Bellingham, they could 
take possession of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad and have the whole Pacific 
West at their mercy. 
The country would supply them with 
subsistence and forage. 

“The conditions ought to be remedied 
by torpedo boats and fortifications. The 
Pacific Coast could be made compara- 
tively safe by the expenditure of less 
than half the cost of a modern battle- 
ship.”’ 

Representative Hull of Iowa, chair- 
man of the Committee or. Military Af- 
fairs, declared today that there was a 
dearth of field artillery and a dearth 
of men in the coast artillery. He con- 
siders the lack of field artillery the 
greatest menace. Hull favors the na- 
tional reserve plan. 

Nation Kept in Ignorance, 

Secretary Dickinson continues to re- 
frain from comment on Chairman Taw- 
ney’s statement that the War Depart- 
ment was trying to “Hobsonize’’ Con- 
gress into making extraorainary appro- 
priations for national defense. He said 
Tawney had a constitutional right to 
say what he pleased. — 

Representative McLachlin of Califor- 
sit hit back at Representative Tawney. 
He said said that ‘‘alleged patriots have 
kept the nation in utter ignorance of its 
helpless condition until war has come, 
and has then placed unenduring, un- 
trained, untutored men, armed With ob- 
solete weapons, in the field to uphold 
the national honor.”’ 

In answer to Tawney’s charge that it 
is cowardly to make known “our admit- 
ted national weakness,’’ McLachlin said: 
“The most wicked national cowardice 
I can picture is demanding of our people 
to come to the national defense and. then 
jending them forth an unequipped mob to 
deadly camp or against a prepared en- 
emy, to be murdered,’’ 

Hobson Assails Tawney. 

Representative Hobson also replied to 
Tawney today. ‘There would have been 
no trouble,”’ he said, ‘‘if I had not trust- 
ed Tawney and if he had not violated 
my confidence without giving me the 
slightest warning. Tawney has been 
recklessly misleading the public by stat- 
ing that 60 per cent of the country’s to- 
tal revenues are devoted to purposes of 
war, knowing that the public would 
think he meant current appropriations 
for the army and navy. 

“Tawney refers to an alleged conspira- 
cy or plot to get an increase of appro- 
priations during the present session, 
whereas his whole effort is clearly one 
to prevent the American people from 
knowing the facts. Tawney is the most

TO-MILE AN HOUR 
FLIGHT AT NIGHT 


When Motor Cycle Is Seized, 
Santa Claus Robber Describes 
Ride From Denver. 


Frank Wallen, the Bremen avenue 
Santa Claus, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that he traveled 3000 
miles ona motor cycle at a rate of 75 
miles an hour. The distance repre- 
sented a circuitoug route from Denver 
to this city. Wallen says he rode only 
at night and accomplished the terrific 
speed despite the fact he was unac- 
quainted with the roads he traveled. 

‘Wallen revealed this information after 
the police had seized a $300 motor cycle 
found in his bachelor apartments in 
North Venice and resulted in additional 
charges being placed against the se}f- 
confessed postoffice robber and burglar. 

Other information obtained by the 
Federal authorities and city detectives 
Friday afternoon resulted in the re- 
arrest of Richard Henry, 3202 North 
Eleventh street, whose information aid- 
ed the police in catching Walien. Henry 
is suspected of being fmplicated with 
Wallen in several robberies. 


Additional Charges Are Made. 
Wallen, who was originally charged 


with robbing the postoffice and six 
stores at Dawton, Tex., is now also 
charged with having robbed the post- 
office at Springville, Utah, and the post- 
offices at Anchor Hill, Ill., and Peoria, 
Ill, It is claimed by the Federal de- 
tectives that Wallen purchased his mo- 
tor cycle in Denver with three of ten 
$100 money orders which he stole from 
the Anchor postoffice. He registered 
the orders at Harpe, Ill., they assert, 
and forwarded them to himself at Den- 
ver in care of the Windsor Hotel. 

“I did some fast traveling on that 
machine,” said Wallen as he gazed at 
the dilapidated motor. cycle taken from 
his rooms. “Country officers were 
watching for me along the route, but 
I fooled them- by traveling at night. 
Somé nights I made as high as 80 miles 
an hour, but I usually traveled no 
faster than 75. I guess I must have 
made at least 3000 miles covering the 
route I took. Sometimes I traveled in 
a circle to keep from being caught.”

turned to St. ‘Louise and engaged in 
business. 

Before leaving Belleville he received 
some training as a mechanic and began 
working on inventions. One of these, 
the Medart pulley, was so successful 
that in 1879 he established a factory for 
its manufacture. This became one of 
the most widely known manufactories in 
St. Louis, and from the profits its own- 
er accumulated a large fortune. 

When the Civil War began Medart 
was an athletic young man of 23 years, 
and he left his work shop and his in- 
ventions to join one of the first three 
companies of volunteers organized in 
St. Louis for home defense. He was 
one of the sturdy Germans—told of in 
Winston Churchill's novel, ‘‘The Crisis’’ 
—who had been quietly drilling for the 
defense of their adopted land while 
home-grown patriots were devoting 
themselves to oratory about the merits 
of the impending conflict. 

This was a three-months’ enlistment 
and when was filled he joined the 
Third Missouri Volunteers and was made 
First Sergeant of Company K, going 
into regular service under Gen. Francis 
P. Blair and later becoming one of 
those who “fought mit Sigel.” Start- 
ing with the volunteers in St. Louis he 
finished after Sherman had marched to 
the sea and was mustered out of the 
service at Atlanta, Ga., as a captain. 

Since the war he has been prominent 
in Union veterans’ organizations and 
besides being a member‘of the G. A. R., 
he was a member of the Missouri Com- 
mandery, Loyal Legion. 

After the war he had only his energy 
and mechanical skill as,capital, but he 
soon turned his inventive genius to 
good account. 

He married Miss Elsa Stange, Oct. 17, 
1864, and was the father of two children, 
Mrs. Adele Hart, who recently died and 
William Medart, who was assdéciated 
with his father in business.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—'‘Washington 
life is dull and stupid; society there 
is provincial; to get to New York is 
heaven to me,” said the Baroness Hen- 
gelmueller, wife of the dean of the 
Washington diplomatic corps, who was 
raised on Thursday by the Austrian 
Emperor to the highest royal court po- 
sition—that of Royal] Lady of the Pal- 
ace. The Baron and his wife are guests 
at the St. Regis and are here on a 
holiday shopping trip. 

“We have lived in Washington 16 
years; I have done each year the same 
things with practically the same peo- 
ple,”’ she went on, when asked her opin- 
ion of social life at the capital. 

‘*Here in New York formal calling and 
tea taking are practically eliminated be- 
cause there are sO many more inter- 
esting things to do. Since Presiden: 
Taft and Mrs. Taft are in the White 
House, the social atmosphere is some- 
what changed. They are Western, you 
see. 

‘Mr. Roosevelt and his family were 
New Yorkers, and many of the most 
distinguished people from this city, who 
do not know the Tafts, used to be pres- 
ent at the White House functions. The 
Vanderbilts, the Webbs, the Sloans and 
others often visited Washington and 
were present at the diplomatic and 
White House functions. 

“IT cannot say that Washington social

one to agree with him. Councilman 
Schneiderhahn opposed this policy of 
compromise and declared it must “be 
$40,000 or nothing.”

FALLEN WOMAN ° THEME 


The Old Teaching of Rehabilita- 
tion Refused Is Emphasized 
* Anew.

dé HB FAIRY TALE,” the first ex- 

T ez of the work of Arthur 

Schnitzler, the now famous 

Austrian dramatist, to be presented in 

St. Louls, was Mme. Nazimova’s offer- 

ing at the Sam 8S. Shubert Theater last 
night. 

Again, as in Ibsen's “Little Hyolf’ and 
“A Doll’s House” earlier in the week, 
Nasimova distinguished herself by a 
character interpretation of the rarest 
insight and truthfulness, her role in 
this newly seen play being that of a 
hapless young actress who cannot 
escape the consequences of a sin of her 
dawning womanhood. 

The Fanny Theren of her last night’s 
playing was a figure of fateful tragedy 
that touched deeply the hearts of those 
It is the 
old story of the human refusal to re- 
habilitate the woman who has once gone 
astray. The fact that God Himself has 
pardoned her, saying, “Go, and sin no 
more,’’ seems to have no bearing upon 
her case as affecting the verdict of her 
fellow men and women. 

Damned Fanny Theren is by her one 
misstep, and damned she remains, even 
in the eyes of the man whom she truly 
and purely loved and who, at one pe- 
riod of the Schnitzler drama, promised 
to be strong enough to uplift and hold 
her secure in his own confident and 
protecting love. The ‘fairy tale of the 
fallen woman who reforms” swayed this 
man’s soul to the point of ‘absolute as- 
surance of its unreality and tmpossibil- 
ity. It made inevitable his ultimate re- 
jection of Fanny as a thing unclean and 
not to be tolerated in any guise of de- 
cent womanhood. * 

Deep in the shadow of this blight at 
the first curtain’s rise, and never there- 
after emerging from it, the portrait 
necessarily drawn by Mme. Nazimova 
was of almost unrelieved gloom, its one 
brief lightening being at that wistfully 
joyous moment when, even but for a 
little time, Fanny Theren had some rea- 
Son to hope for deliverance from the 
curse through the seeming courage ‘of 
Theodore Denner, the man of her faith- 
ful loving. . 

In this little period of respite Nazi- 


ly came that gripping scene of the sec- 
ond act when, following an appalling-* 
ly frank discussion of her problem, the 
truth becomes plain to her that Theo- 
dore Denner, along with al! the rest of 
the world, sees only the moral leper’s 
brand upon her breast. The play ,then 
moves unbrokenly to its close of keen- 
est poignancy. 

Possessing a first act made delightful 
by shrewd character-drawing, clever 
lines of somewhat tronic humor, a.skill- 
ful foreshadowing of the story’s relent- 
less logic and an acute exciting of the 
audience’s sympathy and interest, the 
Schnitzler play then moves to its sec- 
ond and greatest emotional act, that 
where, as I have already sald, Fanny 
begins to learn how little she has to ex- 
pect at the hands of the man from 
whom she hopes so much. 

Here, however,. and in despite of its 


tial revelation of Theodore Denner’s 
littleness in his surrender to worldly 
convention, the play begins to reveal its 
one defect, that of becoming a’ thesis, 
an almost academic argument of its 
own themé, rather than maintaining its 
vital original form of a drama in which 
the theme receives its treatment through 
the medium of vivid action alone. 

This defect is heightened and made 
more obvious with the story’s further 
progress, the last act becoming weari- 
some wecause of its sustained reitera- 
rtion of arguments for and against the 
social saving of its heroine. As a conse- 
quence, slowly but surely, one feels 
one’s interest flagging, the closing ca- 
tastrophe having long been seen ag in- 
evitable—and the last curtain fall upon 
a drama from which the element of sus- 
pense, 80 priceless in dramatic value, 
had been eliminated many, many mo- 
ments before its appointed time. 

This, of course, is fatal. It is Nazt-

ROF. GEORGE B. MANGOLD, as- 

7 sociate director of the St. Louis 
School of Social Economy and 

well known as a popular and chautau- 
quq lecturer on social questions, has 
written ‘a book in which he calls the 
attention of his readers to the child 
problems of our time. The volume is 
part of the series known as “The Citi- 
zen’s Library,’’ edited by Prof. Ely of 
Wisconsin University. It is divided into 
five parts, as follows: Infant and child 
mortality, recent aspects of educational 
reform, child labor, the’ delinquent 
child, the dependent and neglected 
child. 
s Dr. Mangold starts out by saying that 
“society is slowly beginning to realize 
that child problems are the greatest of 
our time.’’ To make society realize fully 
he introduces facts, statistics, argu- 
ments and suggestions for practical re- 
form. 
In the part dealing with mortality Dr. 
Mangold makes it quite clear that low- 
ering mortality rates is a better pre- 
ventive of ‘‘race suicide’’ than clamor 
ing for higher birth rates. He believes 
that the human race would be benefited 
were it possible for the mother to con- 
centrate her energies on the care of a 
few healthy children, instead of spend- 
ing her substance in bearing children 
only to bury them before they live to 
become economically useful. He be 
lieves that a child which does not 
reach maturity is a loss to society. He 
therefore prefers fewer births and still 
fewer deaths Instead of many births 
and many deaths of infants. 
In the second part Dr. Mangold points 
out the changes in ideas and ideals of 
education. He knows the many agen- 
cies working for the betterment of child 
life; thus preparing the way for more 
efficient generations. He favors indus- 
trial training and instruction in the laws 
of sex as helpful reforme. 
In telling of child labor, Dr. Man- 
gold shows the harm done by harness- 
ing the child to the wheel of labor. He 
shows what has already been done to- 
ward putting a stop to it In this coun- 
try and abroad, and suggests further 
reforms. In each case he suggests re- 
forms’ that can be carried out with very 
little difficulty today, and is careful not 
to ask for reforms which cannot be ap- 
plied immediately. 
In the part devoted to the delinquent 
child the author shows the causes of 
delinquency, gives a histor,:of the Ju- 
ventle Court: dnd the probation system, 
and points out the value of this work. 
Here; too, he makes suggestions for pos- 
sible improvements and shows how both 
juvenile courts and probation can be 
made more effective. 
The part devoted to the dependent and 
neglected child gives the reader an in- 
sight into this important problem. It 
appears to be a greater problem. than 
many persons even suspect. From the 
facts marshalled by Dr. Mangold one can 
easily see that the handling of this 
problem means either good citizens or 
criminals and inefficients. He shows’ 
that where the parent fails to do his 
duty by the child {ft is the business of 


tthe State and nation to take the place 


of th ‘parent. To what extent and with

To the} ‘Baitor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If I were not thoroughly disgusted I would 
be very much amused by the development of 
smoke abatement in 8t. Louis. According to 
the statistics given in the Civic League Bulletin 
of Dec. 12, 1910;-the Inspector of Boilers and Ele- 
vators writes to each violator of the law three 
letters, each stronger than its predecessor. <Ac- 
cording to his own figures, 12,358 such letters 
have béen written, indicating at léast 4119 viola- 
tors of the law. According to the records of 
Mr. Parker's office, as published, 499 cases or ap- 
proximately only 12% per cent of these offenses 
have been taken up. It is also stated that eight 
cases have been prosecuted and that 253 offenders 
have .complied without .prosecution. It is 
also stated that 85 cases are prepared for prose- 
cution,: leaving a balance of 163 cases which 
have been taken up but which aré not accounted 
for. This in addition to at least 3620 cases which 
have not been taken up. 

I understand that the seven deputies of the 
Inspector of Boilers and: Elevators are constant- 
ly engaged in 
elevators. Since there are enough boilers and 
elevators in St. Louis to keep thesé deputies so 
busily employed, why was the smoke department 
consolidated with the Department for the In- 
spection of Boilers and Elevators without any 
provision for additional help?

Union Market Square. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
For sentimental reasons there may be a great 


fmany objections to removing the historical build- 


ing now occupied as a court house in this city, 
but the same reasons do not and cannot apply to 
the proposition to remove the unsightly im- 
provements at present occupying the Union Mar- 
ket square and replace them as proposed with a 
new and modern building. 

The suggestion has also been that the 
Union Market square might be used for public 
rlaygrounds or for a public park or square. If 
the city should have in mind the destruction of 
the business district north of Washington ave- 
nue, so that. it could never be resurrected, it 
cculd not devise a better scheme than to use ‘the 
present Union Market square for public play- 
grounds or for park purposes; it would simply 
doom what is now a central business district to 
destruction. 

It seems a great pity that the general proposi- 
tion embodied in the ordinance is not better 
understood by the public in general and by those 
who mold public opinion. I am ‘sure that if it 
were better understood and if the fact were 
appreciated that this is really a public improve- 
ment, in which there is no private graft or 
selfish interest, there could be but one opinion 
and tifat is that everyone should put their 
shoulder. to the wheel to bring about the pro- 
posed improvement. : 

I wish to state for your information that the 
parties who have offered to furnish the funds 
necessary for the improvement of the Union 
Market block have submitted .to the chairman 
of the Ways Committee of the City Coun- 
cil in a statement that they will accept an 
amendment to the proposed ordinance by which 
the city may cancel the proposed lease and take 
over the improvements at the end of 26 years, 
by making whole the parties advancing the 
money necessary to make the ifprovement, and 
allowing them 6 per cent on their investment. 

As the city is not in funds, and therefore un- 
able to make the proposed improvement, I be- 
lieve that every business man will recognize that 
the proposition with the proposed amendment is 
a fair and equitable one, and that the city can 
only be the gainer and not a loser in granting 
the proposed ordinance.

The Intersecting Track Problem.

Having read your editorials oriticising tht 
United Railways for their ‘violation of the city 
ordinance, which provides that street cars be 
brought to a full stop before crossing inter- 
secting’ tracks; let me suggest a system which 
would enable them to comply with the law, with- 
out loss of ime, which is, I believe, their only 
reason for violating it. 

I would suggest that’ passengers be required 
to board and alight from cars on the near side 
of the intersecting street, that is before crossing 
over. There would be several benefits from. such 
apractice. The most important would be the 
greater safety, for while the passengers. were 
getting on and off the car, the motorman would 
have ‘time to see that there were no cars or 
vehicles approaching. Another advantage would 
be the time saved, for under the present sys- 
tem the car is stopped or slowed down before 
crossing, and then it is stopped again for the 
passengers to alight.

on the surety bond of the Kern Incan- 
descent Gaslight Co., according to Wil- 
liam J. Griffin, first vice-president and 
genera] manager of the surety company. 
Attorney W. C. Marshall for the defense 
gave notice of &ppeal. 

After the case was concluded Friday, 
Griffin made public the names of the 
indemnitors of his company on the Kern 
company’s bond. They are, according tu 
Griffin, Casimar Tag, president of the 
| German- American Bank of New York; 
o2 8S. Hastings, president ‘of the In- 
dianapolis Gas Co.;"Charles W. Mayer, a 
New York lawyer, and Harry Keene, 
brother of James R. Keene and presi- 
dent of the Kern company. During the 
trial the attorneys for the city had 
vainly tried to bring out*the names of 
the men who ingemnified the surety 
company for signing the lighting con- 
tract bond. 

Griffin explained that his anxiety to 
pay the amount of the bond was to 
clear up the complications caused by the 
suit, in which his company was placed 
in a wrong light before the public. . He 
said that the surety company had never 
sought to avoid payment of the bond, 
but had only contested payment until 
such time as it was placed in a position 
by proceedings in court to enable it to 
collect from the indemnitors. 

Would Settle Immediately. 

“rhe National Surety Co. has $700,000 
in bank today, and I would gladly have 
given a check for the $200,000 to pay the 
pond if the indemnitors had given their 
consent in 1900 or any time thereafter,” 
he said. When we signed the bond we 
demanded that we be 
against loss, as is customary. In doing 
that we agreed to allow the indemnitors 
to use the name of the company in con- 
testing suits for payment of the bond. 
The attorneys in the case were selected 
and paid by the Kern company. 

“If, upon examination of the. law, I 
find when I return to New York that we 
are not compelled to allow the indem- 

tors to use our name to appeal the 
case to higher courts, I will recommend 
that the $200,000 be paid immediately.”

WASHINGTON, Dec.  17.—Champ 
Clark, in formally opening the speaker- 
ship question for the Sixty-second Con- 


gress, declares that he has no ambition | 


to shoulder the responsibility of appoint- 
ing the House committees if he is elect- 
ed Speaker and that he will favor a re- 
vision of the tariff bill schedule by 
schedule. A caucus of the members- 


elect of the next Congress Nas been | 


@alled for Jan. 19 in this city to begin 
the work of organization. 

The call for the caucus is signed by 
the Democratic members of the Mouse 
of Representatives. The caucus will se- 
lect a Ways and Means Committee and 
a Rules Committee, somewhat larger 
than the present committee of seven. 
Clark believes one of these committees 
should then be empowered to select the 
other committees of the House. 


Waives Appointing Privilege. 
In standing by the attitude that he 


assumed toward Speaker Cannon while 


a leader of the minority, Clark says in 
his statement: 

“As to the mode of selecting commit- 
tees In the event of my own election to 
the speakership, I would not care a 
snap of my finger to exercise the power 
of appointing them. I have said that 
to every Democrat who cared to in- 
quire my opinion. The exercise of that 
power would undoubtedly have certain 
unpleasant features.”’ 

In advocating revision of the tariff by 
schedules, Clark’s statement points out 
that the recent Republican stand in fa- 
vor of schedule revision is not new. He 
says: 

“There are two theories of the tariff 
revision. Revision by one general bill 
and revision by separate bills for sepa- 
rate schedules. This is a matter not 
of principle, but of method. 


Prefers Schedule Scheme. 

‘Individually I prefer the scheme of 
separate bills for separate schedules, 
taking the schedules with the least ob- 
noxious features first, perhaps in cer- 
tain cases having separate hills for par- 
ticular items.” 

The statement proceeds to say that 
whatever method is decided upon, full 
hearing, as comprehensive as that which 
preceded the framing of the Payne- 
Aldrich law, will be had by the new 
Ways and Means Committee.
